Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1913.  It  is  my  duty  to  prepare  and  present  to  you 
an  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  public  health  of 
the  town,  showing  to  what  extent  and  how  far  it  is  effected 
by  sanitary  supervision  and  control,  and  by  the  efficiency 
of  your  officers. 

That  the  net  results  are  for  the  public  benefit  is  shown 
by  the  greatly  increased  average  of  human  life,  and  by 
the  diminished  death-rate  everywhere  obtainable  conse¬ 
quent  on  the  general  improvements  in  sanitary  matters. 

I  am  happy  to  record  that  the  vital  statistics  were  on 
the  whole  favourable  last  year,  and  the  amount  of  sanitary 
work  of  various  kinds  that  was  carried  out  was  considerable, 
in  spite  of  our  change  of  inspectorship  and  the  inconvenience 
of  being  without  one  for  about  two  months. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Hudson  for  his  valuable 
help  in  the  drawing  up  of  this  Report. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  shown  me  by  the  Members  of  the  Council.

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Population  and  Vital  Statistics. — The  census  for  1911 
was  11,155.  total  estimated  population  to  the  middle 

of  the  year  is *11,209,  and  I  shall  base  the  birth  and  mortality 
rates  upon  this  figure. 

During  the  year  the  actual  number  of  deaths  occurring 
within  the  Borough  was  117.  The  following  deaths,  which 
occurred  in  institutions,  etc.,  outside  the  Borough,  must 
be  added  to  this,  viz.  :  Workhouse,  14 ;  Asylum,  2  ; 

County  Hospital,  Ryde,  2  ;  Isolation  Hospital,  3  ;  West¬ 
minster  Hospital,  1  ;  a  total  of  22.  Thus  the  corrected  D  . 
number  of  deaths  is  139.  The  total  number  of  births  >  ^  / 
for  the  year  is  237,  making  an  excess  of  98  of  births  over  '  x 
deaths.  / 

Building  operations  have  decreased  somewhat  during 
the  year,  9  new  buildings  having  been  erected,  and 
several  improvements  made  to  existing  premises. 

Physical  Features. — The  Borough,  which  is  about  ij 
miles  square  and  comprises  504  acres,  is  situated  about 
in  the  centre  of  the  Island,  and  is  well  drained  by  the 
river  Medina,  which  flows  through  it.  Being  situated  in 
a  valley  almost  entirely  surrounded  with  chalk  downs, 
it  enjoys  an  equable  climate,  and  is  well  protected  from 
cold  winds.  The  subsoil  is  of  a  varied  character,  part 
being  clay  and  part  chalk,  while  a  rich  vein  of  gravel  exists 
in  the  hills  on  the  south,  which  are  known  as  St.  George’s 
Down.  The  town  is  well  drained,  lighted,  and  has  a  good 
water  supply,  the  property  of  the  Corporation. 

General  Conditions  and  Population. — Newport  is  the 
capital  of  the  Island  and  the  business  centre,  the  Ryde, 

Newport,  and  Cowes  railway,  with  its  branch  line,  con¬ 
verge  here  also,  making  Newport  its  centre,  the  greater 
portion  of  the  Island  shipping  trade  is  done  at  the  Quay, 
which  has  been  extended  to  meet  the  increasing  trade. 

A  weekly  cattle  market  is  held  on  Tuesdays,  and  a  corn 
market  on  Saturdays,  and,  as  these  are  the  only  markets 
held  in  the  Island,  they  are  both  well  patronised. 

There  is  no  particular  industry  in  Newport,  certainly 
a  large  Brewery  and  Railway  Works,  and,  outside  the 
Borough,  is  Parkhurst  Prison,  the  Cement  Works,  and 
one  or  two  Brickyards.  Many  of  those  employed  in  these 
places  have  their  residence  in  Newport.  The  resident 


population,  by  the  last  census,  was  11,155,  and  is  not  in 
any  way  overcrowded,  the  average  being  not  over  4  persons 
per  house,  and,  as  the  annual  report  shows,  the  birth  and 
death  rates  compare  well  with  other  towns  of  a  similar 
character. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  :  Males,  119  ;  females,  118  ;  making  a  total  of 
237,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  21.14  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  cases  notified 
during  the  year  under  review  : — 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  2  cases  of  this  disease 
notified,  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  the  patients  recovered. 
No  distinct  cause  could  be  traced. 

Continued  Fever. — No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  9  cases  notified,  as  against 
27  last  year.  I  regret  that  2  proved  fatal.  The  deaths 
occurred  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Every  precaution  was 
taken  in  regard  to  the  premises  where  cases  occurred,  and 
the  sick  rooms  thoroughly  disinfected  after  the  removal 
of  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  or  after  the  recovery 
of  those  nursed  at  home. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  17  cases  of  this  disease 
notified,  as  against  15  last  year.  Of  these,  4  were  between 
1  and  5  years,  7  between  5  and  15,  3  between  15  and  25,  and 
3  between  25  and  45.  One  case  was  fatal,  this  occurring 
in  the  Hospital. 

Influenza.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  disease 
during  the  year. 
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Whooping  Cough. — There  was  very  little  of  this  disease 
throughout  the  year,  and  no  deaths. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Injective  Enteritis. — This  is 
the  most  serious  cause  of  death  among  infants,  being  due 
to  the  introduction  of  germs  into  the  body  by  means  of 
milk  and  other  articles  of  food.  As  far  as  Newport  is 
concerned,  we  were  practically  immune  from  these  com¬ 
plaints,  there  being  only  8  deaths,  6  of  these  being  under  i. 

Cancer. — There  were  8  deaths  recorded  to  this  disease, 
as  against  14  for  1908,  11  for  1909,  7  for  1910,  20  for  1911, 
and  17  for  1912,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  .71  per  1,000 
of  our  estimated  population.  In  almost  every  case  the 
room  that  the  patient  occupied  was  disinfected,  and  the 
bedding,  etc.,  removed  and  burned. 

Smallpox  and  Typhus  Fever . — The  Borough  has  been 
entirely  free  from  these  diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease 
during  the  year. 

Violent  and  Accidental  Deaths  ( excluding  Suicide). — 
There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Suicide. — There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. — This  disease  was  made  notifiable  during 
1912,  and  23  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 
Visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  those  notified  under  the 
regulations,  and  leaflets  of  instructions  and  spitting  bottles 
were  supplied  where  necessary.  Notes  were  made  as  to 
family  and  personal  history,  and  we  have  now  knowledge 
of  all  diagnosed  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district.  These 
precautions  go  a  long  way  to  lessen  the  infection  of  this 
complaint.  Disinfection  was  also  performed  after  death 
or  removal  in  a  good  many  instances.  The  most  effective 
of  minor  measures  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  lies 
in  the  advocacy  of  practice  of  free  ventilation  of  apartments 
by  open  windows,  general  cleanliness,  and  wholesome  food. 

Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909. — During  the 
year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  inspected  23  houses  under 
this  Act,  several  of  which  I  have  inspected  with  him. 

In  2  instances  the  premises  were  found  to  be  in  such 
a  state  as  to  call  for  Closing  Orders  until  the  houses  were 
made  habitable.  These  cases  were  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  who  issued  the  necessary  Closing  Orders. 
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Outworkers. — The  names  and  addresses  of  38  out¬ 
workers  were  received  from  their  employers.  The  home¬ 
work  in  this  district  consists  mainly  in  the  making  or 
altering  of  wearing  material,  and  other  work  incidental 
thereto.  50  visits  were  paid  to  the  various  homes 
in  which  work  is  carried  on,  and  5  defects  were 
discovered  and  rectified.  In  the  majority  of  these  places 
the  work  is  carried  011  under  the  most,  sanitary  conditions. 
I11  no  instance  was  any  case  found  where  wearing  apparel 
was  being  made,  cleansed,  or  repaired  in  a  house  in  which 
any  inmate  thereof  was  suffering  from  any  infectious 
disease. 

Slaughterhouses. —  These  have  the  attention  and  are 
under  the  more  immediate  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Some  have  been  in  existence  a  great  number 
of  years,  but  Mr.  Hudson  informs  me  that  the  drainage 
is  kept  in  good  order,  the  limewashing  and  general  cleanli¬ 
ness  well  looked  after,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  pure 
and  ample. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. —  Mr.  Hudson  continues  to 
execute  these  duties,  and  he  informs  me,  although  several 
diseased  articles  were  destroyed,  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  call  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  no  proceedings 
were  taken  during  the  year. 

Bakehouses. — These  are  all  under  the  personal  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  regulations 
as  to  lime  washing  and  cleanliness  are  well  observed. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Borough, 
but,  all  being  on  the  ground  floor,  there  is  little  or  no 
difficulty  experienced  in  providing  light  and  ventilation. 
Each  bakehouse  is  provided  with  a  separate  wrater  supply. 
The  total  number  in  use  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  24, 
as  against  25  at  the  close  of  1912.  With  but  one  or  twro 
exceptions,  all  are  retail  and  combine  the  bread  and 
confectionery  branches. 

Refuse  Removal. — This  is  carried  out  by  contract  en¬ 
tered  into  annually,  the  contents  of  the  ash  and  dust 
bins  are  removed  in  the  main  streets  of  the  town  daify, 
and  in  the  outlying  portions  twice  weekly,  and  carted 
away  and  deposited  on  agricultural  land  outside  the 
district.  It  is  impossible  to  regard  as  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  this  matter  of  refuse  that  it  is  left  to  locality, 
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time,  and  nature  to  destroy.  The  provision  of  a  refuse 
destructor  is  being  considered,  and  it  is  hoped  that  %ne 
may  be  installed  in.  the  near  future,  as  the  destruction  of 
refuse  by  incineration  is  undoubtedly  the  most  hygienic 
known  at  the  present  time. 

Public  Sewers. — I  gather  from  the  Borough  Surveyor 
that  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  Sewerage 
System,  but  several  minor  improvements  have  been  made. 


Public  Schools. — The  public  schools  are  5  in  number, 
viz.  :  3  Elementary,  under  the  control  of  the  Borough 
Education  Authority  ;  1  Higher  Grade  School,  under  the 
County  Education  Authority  ,  and  the  Grammar  School, 
under  Trustees. 

The  buildings  are  commodious,  light,  airy,  and  the 
sanitary  accommodation  is  ample  and  the  fittings  up  to 
date. 

The  private  schools  are  few  in  number  and  call  for 
no  special  comment. 

Markels. — The  Cattle  Market  is  still  held  weekly  in 
vSt.  James’s  Square,  and  continues  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
and  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  trade  of  the  town.  All  is 
done  that  is  possible  to  reduce  any  attendant  nuisance 
to  a  minimum,  namely  it  is  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected  and  the  manure  removed  immediately,  the 
market  place  being  left  in  as  wholesome  a  manner  as 
possible. 

Isolation  Hospital. — The  number  of  cases  admitted 
from  Newport  during  the  year  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
was  :  q  diphtheria  and  16  scarlet  fever. 

After  the  removal  of  each  case,  the  rooms  vacated 
vrere  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  the  bedding,  etc.,  was  removed,  free  of  charge,  to 
the  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  steam  disinfection. 

Water  Supply. — A'our  water  supply  is  ample  in  quan¬ 
tity,  and  still  maintains  its  very  high  standard  of  purity, 
as  is  shown  by  the  latest  analysis  hereto  appended.

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Midwives. — The  Comity  Council  having  revoked  the 
delegation  of  their  powers  to  the  Corporation  under  the 
Midwives’  Act,  1902,  the  duties  of  the  Act  are  now  carried 
out  by  the  County  Officials. 

Notification  of  Births  Act. — This  Act  has  not  been 
adopted. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — The  chemical  treatment  of 
your  vSewage  Works  on  the  Quay  still  continues  to  be 
carried  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  considerable  im¬ 
provements  have  been  made  in  the  machinery  during  the 
year,  and  I  have  received  no  complaint  of  any  nuisance 
arising  from  the  works. 

National  Insurance  Act. — Referring  to  the  above,  as 
far  as  Medical,  Maternity,  and  Sanatorium  Benefits  are 
concerned  the  Act  is  now  working  more  smoothly,  the 
insured  are  receiving  their  medical  and  maternity  benefits 
where  necessary,  and  a  certain  class  of  people  to  whom 
the  Act  was  meant  to  apply  are  able  to  take  full  advantage 
of  it,  to  the  improvement  of  their  general  health.  I  am 
also  informed  that,  as  far  as  Newport  is  concerned,  there 
has  been  no  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  sanatorium 
and  domiciliary  treatment  for  tuberculosis. 

Conclusion. — As  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  as  I 
have  previously  mentioned,  the  state  of  the  health  of  the 
Borough  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  I  would  like  to 
draw  your  attention  to  the  increasing  duties  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  which  now  far  exceed  what  they  formerly 
were  on  account  of  the  additional  Acts  of  Parliament  and 
the  orders  and  regulations  relating  thereto,  and  the  general 
advance  in  public  health  administration.

46  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  eases  of 
infectious  diseases  which  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  in  order  to  make  the  necessary  inquiries  and 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfection.  31  rooms  in  various 
houses  were  fumigated  by  means  of  Formalin  vapour  after

In  each  instance  the  premises  are  examined  as  to 
their  general  sanitary  condition. 

When  cases  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
all  bedding  and  other  articles  liable  to  retain  infection  are 
removed  and  steam  disinfected  at  the  Plospital.  Disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  free  when  necessary  during  infectious 
illness. 


The  National  Infants’  School  and  Nodehill  Infants’ 
School  were  disinfected  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
measles.  The  floors,  walls,  desks,  etc.,  were  sprayed  with 
a  solution  of  Formalin,  and  the  rooms  afterwards  fumigated 
with  Formalin  vapour. 

Five  lots  of  filtlry  bedding  have  been  destroyed  on 
the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  13  slaughterhouses  at  present  in  use  in  the 
Borough. 

Nine  are  licensed  annually,  and  the  remaining  4  are 
“registered,”  for  which  no  annual  licence  is  required. 

Two  licensed  slaughterhouses  have  changed  hands 
during  the  year. 

A  total  of  17 1  visits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses,  and  the  bye-laws  relating  to  the  limewashing, 
drainage,  the  removal  of  garbage,  offal,  skins,  etc.,  have 
on  the  whole  been  well  observed.  In  two  instances  it 
was  necessary  for  slight  repairs  to  be  carried  out  at  two 
slaughterhouses.  These  were  done  on  request.
